Dear Dr. Simonson, 

Yes, | refer to you’ as Dr. Simonson be- 
cause under your direction as writer of THE 
NEW MUTANTS you have revived this 
comic. After nearly five years of dreadful 
disorder, the New Mutants were in poor 
shape. They. all talked basically alike, had 
almost no sense of humor and a tasteless 
habit of dwelling on the morbid and depress- 
ing. Their thinking was hopelessly removed 
from any ordinary teen in their hugely exag- 
gerated feelings of responsibility, guilt and 
regret. And then you came, no doubt in an- 
swer to the mass outcry for a doctor. 

| saw the first positive signs in the script, 
which is much more self aware and in touch 
with reality. The kids are finally having some 
fun instead of spending all their free time 
thinking about what a lame deal it is to be a 
mutant in such a hostile world, etc. As it 
should be. Granted they would entertain the 
thought now and then, but most teens would 
not give more than two seconds thought 
before jetting off to a party or a mall. Bret 
Blevins's pencils are the perfect supple- 
ments to the recovery plan. While some 
characters tend to look identical (Dani and 
\lyana in #67, page 30 panel 2), the New 
Mutants are now, for the most part, individ- 
uals. They dress differently and fashionably 
(boxers on Illyana in #67, great), and their 
expressions and poses are more relaxed. 
‘Again, as it should be. The book has found 
its pace, which is more casual and easy 
going. Leave the agony and emotional roller- 
coasters to the X-Men. Still, even with these 
steps taken for the New Mutants’ recupera- 
tion, parts of the illness linger on. 

Too many of the New Mutants suffer from 
character stress. Shan, a.k.a. Karma, is a 
classic example. Here is a total zero, a 
character with no personality or real pur- 
pose. It seems she existed only to conven- 
iently possess a few people, be a good Cath- 
Olic, worry a lot and throw around some 
French dialogue. | was almost relieved to 
see her exit in #54. Upon her inevitable 
return, do something with the poor girl to 
make her fit in: she’s just too blah. Lila 
Cheney is another one. Her only purpose 
was to:shift scenes. All we know is she's a 
mega-star singer mutant everyone likes. 
Her reunions with Sam are haphazard, 
stupid and uninspired because the reader 
has no sense of their relationship. What do 
they do? Have in common? Talk about? Fee! 
about each other? | hope to see some de- 
velopment in the current story line, but t also 
hope you do your homework. In NEW MUT- 
ANTS ANNUAL #1, Lila said, “my power 
only works over stellar distances and I'm 
only locked in on places | live.” Now I'll be 
darned if she's not teleporting everywhere! | 
have confidence you can clear up this prob- 
lam 

Cast clutter — ‘this is the almost unbeara- 
ble, insidious companion of .character 
stress. There are too many supporting 
characters. Does anyone remember Stevie 
Hunter (last seen in #48), or Tom Corsi and 
Sharon Friedlander (last seen in #43)? With 
the way kids tear through the house, | find it 


incredible they have never run into any of 
these wandering people in over a year. And 
even with the Mutant Massacre, that much 
publicized faux pas in taste, it seems like 
there are more mutants than ever. Please 
keep this in mind when thinking of adding to 
the prospective mutant population. | saw 
hope for this dilemma in your handling of the 
satisfying Bird Boy saga. I'd start bailing out 
the excess baggage pronto; it's just too 
heavy on the memory. 

Subplot stagnation, this one is perhaps 
the most insufferable affliction to attack this 
book. The loose ends from subplots that 
never blossomed still hang from this book 
like spaghetti. Remember Iliyana’s mysteri- 
ous armor way back in #18? Here we are 50 
issues later and we still don't know the story. 
And when Lila Cheney was introduced in 
NEW MUTANTS ANNUAL #1 there were 
many catches in the dialogue promising an 
exhausting origin story on Lila. More. than 
four years later, the readers don't know any- 
thing more about Lila than before. | pray 
you'll do justice to the potentially interesting 
Limbo storyline. Perhaps even a limited 
series would be appropriate considering the 
scope of the situation. Don't leave the 
characters (or the readers) agonizing about 
their. problems for so long that by the time 
they're resolved, no one cares anymore, the 
readers are bored and the characters are 
pathetic. Do both you and your readers a 
favor and resolve all the ancient, nagging 
questions. 

A few other personal recommendations 
for the New Mutants’ health. Watch the 
dialogue. It seems few remember that 
Rahne is from Scotland, Roberto from 
Brazil, etc. I'm seeing signs of the dialogue 
running together. Remember that the New 
Mutants are the novice team. It appears that 
somewhere between #44 and #52 Illyana 
became an expert teleporter and now Sam 
can turn whenever and wherever he 
pleases. Remind readers that the New 
Mutants aren't professionals and still have 
much to learn. More Hellions! Since Amara’s 
in with them now, | expect the rivalry to relax 
and to see much more of them. If Rahne and 
Ilyana can get along nowadays, why can't 
the New Mutants deal with the Hellions? | 
noticed tension between Mirage and Thun- 
derbird, and what about Tarot's mysterious 
card in #38? | think some birthdays are also 
in order since none have been mentioned 
since Illyana’s in #14. As a purely opinioned 
aside, | would dump Warlock. Now that the 
Magus storyline is over, there's no reason 
for him to bum around. Oh well, so much for 
my commentary, thanks for listening.
